Boyd, Indian Superintendent -foz Nova 
Bootia, reported on the 31st june, last, that, owing to 
complaints whioh had reaohed him about this sohool, he 
made a special visit, in order to ascertain the cause, if 
any, for grievance. He had inspected the school a yoar 
previous, and he states that, while the teacher, an entire 
etrangor to him, did not imprese him favourably, he was 
not then in a position to make a comparisen with regard to 
the standing of the school, but on his second visit a 

tou 
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few teste of the pupile’ atteainsents revealed the fact 
that no progress whatever had been made during the year, 
@ condition whioh the teacher did not deny but olaimed 
that irregular attendance due to carelessness of parents 
was the cause. Mr. Boyd admits that the teacher's state- 
ment was correot in a measure but that he was disposed to 
agtee with the Indians of Whyoocomagh, who assert that it 
is almost, if not quite, useless to send their ohildren 
te the school while it is conducted by the present in- 
oumbent. The Indians further assert that it has retrograda 
under Mr. Gillis’ management. 

Mz. Boyd says that ke is sonvinoed that Mr. Gillis 
does not posapas the qualities necessary for a successful 
teacher in any sohool, much less an Indian school. His 
expression is that of a person not well-balanced ta mind 
and he is evidently of a nervous, ox@stable tomperanent. 

Mr. Boyd concludes his report by stating that 
he is altogether of opinion that the salary Paid by the 
Department to NX. Gillis is money not spent to good ad- 
vantage and in the intexeste of education among the Indians 
of Whyocoomagh, who are naturally rather intelligeat, and 


feels 
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feels that there should be a ohange of teacher. 

In view of this report the only course open to 
the Department was to dispense with Mr. Gillis’ serviees 
and seoure another teacher, and Mr. Boyd was instructed 
to take the necessary ateps to secure a qualified teacher 
for this sohooi, so that it might be reopened after the 
summer holidays, arplioations received by him to be sub- 
mitted to the Department “or its approval, with oertifie 
Oates of qualification and character.

In reply to your memorandum of yesterday's date 


in reference to the establishment of a night school at 
Whycocomagh I beg to say that a night school was conducted 
for 36 nights during the winter months of 1911. The atten- 
dance was fairly satisfactory, but a number of the Indians 
were advanced in years, While the average attendance was 
very fair, being 22 out of 28, this is accounted for by 
the fact that a number of the Indians were very regular, 

at the same time there were several who did not show by 
their attendance any great interest in the school, 

No request Was made for the establishment of 
the school last winter and When a number of the Indians 
made application last month, asking that a night school 
be established from January lst to May 1st, 1913, the 
Department advised them that it did not consider that it 
Would be of any great benefit to them, One of the reasons 


for taking this attitude is the fact that none but male 


members of the band are allowed to attend the school, If 
the

the Women might be allowed to attend and obtain advantage 
from the instruction that might be given in hygiene or if 
practical lessons could be given them in some of the 
branches of domestic science, I think that the night school 
might be of benefit. 

The Indians on this reserve have not in the past 
evidenced a proper interest in the work of the day school, 
altnough there is a good teacher in charge, and a number 
of the men who attended the tMght school were married men, 
I may say also that the teacher did not furnish reports 
regularly, as asked for, and the Department for that 
reason is not fully aware of the Work that Was accomplished 
during the season that the school was in operation.

The chief drawback to the progresses at the school is the 
irregularity of attendnee, Next comes the lack of interest in the 
work on the part of both parents and children, Indeed the former 
condition is due in no small part to the latter, As atredgg-- 
alredgy indicated there is scarcely ang parental control over 
the children=-that is to say it is scarcely ever exercised either in 
school or any other matters. Consequently, notwithstanding the 
earnest efforts of the teacher, I cannot report satisfactory 
progress, The sanitary conditions in the homes altho considerably 
better than in former years afford ¢oom for great improvement. At 
school the teacher insists on the observance of the ordinary rules 
of sanitation but once beyond the jurisdiction of the teacher the 
children seem to foreget. I am of the ppinion that if the children 
are to make any material pregress in education they must be separ= 
ated from the ir parents and put into an igetitution where the teacher 
can have full control over them during the wholre term, At any rate 
the present system is a failure as evidenced by the fact that to 


my knowledge none of the Indians' schools under my observation 


has produced within fifteen yeare a single scholar capable of 


writing an ordinary letter correctly or able to converse on 


ordinary topics in passably good English,

ultime, T regret raving to corroborate Mr. Inspect- 
or McKinnon's report, which, if he had known the 
facts, might have been qualified by the statement 
that Indian parents at Vhycocomagh, as I am cone 

vineed, should be able to accomplish more than 
they are doing in providing their children with 
food and clothing. 

Tt appears to me,as it must to you, thet 
instead of becoming self sustaining, Whycocomagh 
Indians are getting to be more dependent on the 
Department for support; and I begin to believe 
that they would rather live by scheming than by 
honest labour, At any rate, there can be no doubt 
that the majority of them might be better off than 
they are, and as a proof of this statement, I may 
say that, when I visited Whycocomagh reserve a few 
days age, I found Charles Tony, a young man 335 
years of age with a wife and two children - all 
enjoying good health, in very destitute circum- 
stances; while his neighbor, Noel Gould, with a 
wife and five children had full apd plenty for his 
family. They have exactly the same opportunities, 
so far as I could discover, with an advantage in 
Tony's favour, because he has only foyr in family, 
whereas, Gould has seven. 

There is no good reason why Tony should not

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be as well circumstanced, at least, as his neighbour, 
and I have an idea that he might ve, if he were given 
to understand that he must either work or go hungry.

However, there is no doubt also that several 
children on almost every reserve in Nova Scotia are 
unable to attend school in winter for want of shoes, 
stockings, and other articles of clothing - a condi- 
tion of things for which they are in no wise responsi- 
ble, and I am disposed to recommend in every case an 
expenditure for their benefit. 

with regard to Whycocomagh reserve, I recommend 
an expenditure of $40.00 to provide shoes, etc. for 
children of school age in need. I would also recommend 
the usual midday lunch of biscuit and cheese for 


pupils of Whycocomagh school as an experiment.

With reference to your letter of the 26th. ultimo, 
I veg to report that I visited the Indian Day School at 
Why cocomagh Reserve on the 17th, instant and found the 
teacher, Mrs. Annie McNeil, present, but no pupils in 
attendance - not one, 


The school room was in excellent condition, being 
comfortably warm, with good ventilation, and clean as 
the proverbial new pin. It was quite evident that the 
janitor, Stephen Christmas, must be doing his duties 
effectively, as the teacher admitted, 


I asked Mrs. McNeil if there was any special 
reason for the non-attendance of pupils on that favours. 
able occasion - the weather being very fine -,and she 
informed me that there was nene which did not apply 
every day for some time past, namely, the refusal of 
the Indians to send their children te school for the 
purpose of discrediting the value ef her services, 
with a view te her dismissal, She did not think that 
their attitude was at all justified, as she had always 
endeavoured to censcientiously discharge her duties as 
teacher. 


I then interviewed some of the principal men ef 
the Whycocomagh band about the situation, and they stated 
by way of complaint that they had several good reasons 
for keeping their children out of school, namely:< 


1. The teacher had developed an untidiness in her 
personal appearance, due to negligence of attire, which 
they considered evjectionable, as giving children a 
poor example of cleanliness and neatness in dress < 
qualities that are expected to be cultivated and improved 
in school under the teacher's care and direction, 


2. The teacher had been in the habit of insulting 
their children in school by actions of a grossly indecent 
character, 


3. The teacher had otherwise acted improperly in 
the presence of her pupils, which was a cause ef scandal 
to them. 


With regard to the first statement, I regret to 
say that my personal observations rather tend to corrober- 
ate it; as te the others, I submit that the only way te 
determine whether there is any truth in them or net is 
by making formal inquiry under eath into the situation, 
But, at any rate, there is no doubt in my mind that Mrs, 
MeNeil has outlived her usefulness as teacher of the

With reference to the letter from Mr. J. A. Gillis, 
late teacher of the Whycocomagh Indian school, in regard to 
a balance of salary claimed by him for the September quarter, 
last, I beg to say that, as Mr, Gillis has already been 
informed, he was paid for the actual time he taught during 
that quarter. ‘The Indian day school regulations provide 
as follows,- 

«In computing salaries for broken periods, teachers 
will be paid in the propertion that the number of days they 
taught bears to the total number of teaching days in the 
year. 

Salaries of teachers Will be payable quarterly 
upon receipt of returns; but where a teacher is engaged to 
take charge of a school, duties to commence after the summer 
holidays, payment for the September quarter will be made 
as provided for in the case of broken periods in the pre- 
vious paragraphs; and at the end of the year, or when ser- 


vices expire if before the end of a year, the necessary 
adjustment 
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adjustment will be made and all arrears, if any paid, 

All teachers will be required to give at least 
one month's not#ee of their intention to resim." 

When sending in his return for the September 
auatter, 1916. Mr. Gillis notified the Departinent of 
his intended resignation on the 31st proximo and upon 
receipt of a return showing the number of davs he taucht 
airing kat the month of October a cheque will be sent 
for the amount due him, 

There were 21 teaching days in that month and 
if he taught that number he is entitled to receive $52.50. 
This added to the amount he has already received would 
make $105.00, which would leave out of the $500.00 pro- 
vided for the salary of the teacher of this school, 
$395.00, There would still be 158 teaching days in the 
year and it would take exactly his balance to pay his 
successor's salary for the balance of the year.

In reply to your letter 53-2-5 of June 
26th,1930,wherein you state that the Public School 
Inspector has recommended certain repairs,improvements, 
etc, to the Teacher's residence and school grounds at 
Whycocomagh,in connection with this matter I beg to 
refer you to previous correspondence,my letter of 
April I9th,I930 and your reply (53-2-8 of April 28th ) 
wherein you authorized repairs for the roof of the 
Teacher's house, 

In reference to the School Inspectors 
suggestion that the grounds about the school be 
improved,the land there is quite rocky and would have 
to be ploughed and several loads of earth hauled to 
complete the job. This would cost probably $125.00 and 
I think is too expensive for the funds available this 
year. Again,as work of this kind should be done in the 
early Summer months,there is a twofold reason why it 
should not be done this year. I would suggest that this 
be given consideration when preparing next year's estimates. 

As regards repairs to the house and painting, 

I would strongly recommend that the painting be done now, 
while the staging for repairs is in position and thus 

save the expense of erecting a staging 4 second time. it 
will also be necessary to scrape the walls before painting. 

Therefore,to reshingle one side of the roof, 
the porch,and paint the whole house I would recommend that 
an expenditure of %225,00 be allowed.

The wire of the fences is quite serviceable but many posts are decayed 
and the wire requires re-stretching. I would estimate that an expenditure of 
$18.00 for new posts. labour and the rental of a stretcher will put both 
fences in good condition.

Recarding the barn, two sills are decayed and also parts of the windows 
doors and floor. However, if one pill was installed this Summer and the other 
pepairs made, the second sill would not be required for possibly a couple of 
years, and the pbuilding would'be in a condition so that it would not sink in 
the ground or go out of shape. The barn is used to keep the Teacher's stock, 
and also to house my own team when in Whycocomagh on Winter visits. It is 
also used to store any” Government impl@éments or supplies which may be on 
hand from time to time.

and I quite agree with Mr. Gillis that the alterations he 
suggests are altogether desirable. The "guest chamber” he 
refers to is one that I should like to occupy myself occa- 
sionally. It would be useful for the Agent also. 

The arrangement by which the dining room can be en- 
tered only by going through the kitchen is certainly ob- 
jectionable and ought to be changed. There should be di- 
rect communication between the living room and @he dining 
room; and I strengly recommend a change in the plan with 
that ebject in view. 

Again, there is no provision in the plan for proper- 
arly lighting the hall, which, I think, constitutes a se- 
rious defect. A narrow window over the front door will not 
give sufficient light, and, therefore, a “half-sash" should 
also be inserted in the wall of the house near the head of 


the stairs. 


I hope the Department will consent to the alterations 
in the plan of the building, as suggested, especially as 
the cost of making them will involve only the small extra 
amount of $25, and the improvement will be worth more than 
the expenditure , in point of convenience and otherwise.

We called up Mr. Robb, the Agent, and arranged 8 time 
to talk the matter over. 


As for the results of the discussion, we feel that 

Mr. Robb is in favor of opening the day school at the 
Reserve, He feels this way about it, because the 
Residential School war established by the De} artment 

to take care of orphan children, and these children on 
the Reserve are not orphans. Again, with a day school 
there, he feels that they would be satisfied. All of which 
to me, is, in the first instance not true, and the sec ond 
is sheer nonsense.

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From what we can learn, it appears that Mr, Purdy and lr. 
Robb went out to the Reserve. iIn conversation with Mr. 

Ben Knockwood, who is known by Mr. Purdy, because, he, 
Knockwood, worked for Mr, Purdy in the lumber business, the 
gomplaint of the Indians was opened, If, Purdy went to 

Mr. Knockwood's house, but Mr, Robb did not accompany him. 
From that we believe that Mr, Purdy would be voicing the 
opinion of Ben Knockwood, concernins the school. 


As for My. Ben Knockwood, he has one boy, between thirteen 
and fourteen years old, and came to this reserve only a few 
years ago, certainly at a time when the boy was over school 
age. Yet we feel that the boy was never at school, even before 
coming to thie reserve. Some years ago we spoke to tie 

Mr. Knockwood about the boy coming to the school, but the 
excuse was that the boy was needed at home to help the 
mother, and that he was being educated there. There is 

not much to be said te any Indian when he puts up an argu- 
ment of that kind, 





At the present time we have twelve children from the Reserve, 
and last week we discharged lienry Knockwood, on the request 

of the Agent, because the father "ell on the ice and was 
injured, and it was felt that the boy who will be sixteen 
years of age next Angust, was wanted at home. ‘The youngest 
member of the family will probably take his place in September, 


We had two of the older girls from the Shubenacadie keserve, 
who are here now, make out a list of the children of school 
age, and the parents of same who are at the Reserve, The total 
comes to fifteen, the majority of them six, seven, and eight 
years old. ‘/e camot be certain whether or not this list is 
absolutely correct.

Martin Sack's two girls -- We had two other girls of this family 
a few years ago, Jeanand Catherine. At the close of the school 
year, Jean was sixteen years of age, and therefore eligible for 
discharge. Catherine went home at the same time for vacation. 
When vacation time was over all the children from that Reserve 
came back to school except Catherine. You would not remember it 
put there was quite a time getting her back. Finally she did 





arrive back, and leter was discharged. Because regulations 
were followed, the Indian did not like it, and has not for- 
gottenes 


Peter Gloade's two children -- a boy, and a girl. We have 
had three of that family here. One was discharged when she 
reached sixteen, and the other two did not re turn from 
vacation. ‘The mother is all right but we cannot say the same 
for the father. He was one of the henchmen of a former Agent 
who gave us a merry time. 


Ben Knockwood, mentioned previously, am Stephen Knockwood, 
we do not know. ‘The others are all young married men, and 
unless we are very much mistaken, would am will sem their 
children to this school. But as long as we have politicians 
anf the Agent dmgling the prospect of a day school at the 
Reserve, in order to please the older men, then it is only 
a matter of time until the older men exert their influence on 
the younger. It is not so many years ago that the ones from 
this Reserve sent e signed petition to the Department stating 
that if they would sem their children to the Residential 
School, then we in turn would allow them home every week end. 
This letter was sent to the Department with the apparent 
approval of tne Agent at the time. 
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To our knowledge, Mr. Purdy has been at the esidential 
School once. And the question at the time was not how much 
we were trying to do for the Indian, but who should obtain 
certain work that was contemplated at the time by the Govern- 
ment. If we are not mistaken, it was concerning the tender 
for painting the outside of the window sashes. We think it 
would have been the fair thing for Mr. Purdy to learn the 
other side of the question, why same of the children of the 
Shubenacadie Reserve are not at the school heres 


To get back to our conversation with Mr. Robb, the Agent. With- 
in a month of closing date, we sen@ notice to every Agent 

who had chilaren here being dischargefon July lste At the same 
time we request that if they have any new ones to come in 
September, to have the applica tion forms filled in soon, and sent 





to the Department. We have done the same with Mr. Robb. 

By the fact that we were told that some of the ones on the 
Reserve who had been at the school, were no good, we could 

not help but feel that at least we have not a supporter of 

the school in the person of the Agent. We are not disappointed 
in that, because he is entitled to his ow opinion, but at 

the same time, the arguments used, do not, to us, make sense. 
For if he would think about it, he would know that from among 

@ hundred and sixty children, who are not chosen for their 
goodness, brains, am ambition, we are bound to have some good, 
some average, and certainly some bad. No matter how much you 
try to do with the latter you cannot have much success, Some 
people expect that we can take eny kind of child, ana apparently, 
run him through a mould, and after a few years produce a model 
that is well nigh perfect. After centuries of civilization, 

we have not done it with the white man, and it certainly cannot 
be expected that it could be done with the Indian in a space 

of a few years. 


The parents of the children here come and visit them quite often. 
We do not claim that they are all satisfied, because we never 
expect to see any Indian say that he is completely satisfied, 
but we have no complaints that amount to anything. 


Fnough of this prattle, If Mr. Robb wants the chilaren of 

this Reserve to attend the Residential School, all he has to 

do, ag far as we are concerned, is to let us know just about how 
many we can expect on September lst, aD we will try to have 
accomodations. But he cannot expect that he can let the matter 
rest until the first of September, and then call up and expect 
us to find places for my number of children, for we try to 
take them in the order that the applications come from the 
Agents of the three Provinces.

I wish to reply to \r. Pratt's memorandum 
dated January 18, with respect to the re-opening of the 
Indian Day Sehook at the Shubenacadie Reserve. 


In response to instructions sent forward 
fron this Branch, Father ‘ieckey, Principal of the 
Shubenacadie esidential School, and Mr. J. 5S. Robb, 


Indian Agent, met a few days ago and diseusse¢ very fully, 
it vould appear, the best ways and means of providing 
educational facilities for the children of sehool age on 
the Shubdenacadie reserve. Father ackey, in his reply 

to the Department dated January 30, states: - 
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"from the results of this discussion 
I feel that “ir. Robb is in favour of opening 
the day school at the reserve. He feels that 
the residential school was established by the 
Department to take care of orphan children and 
thet these children on the Shubenacadie reserve 
are not orphans. Again, with a day sehool 
b pe he feels that the Indians vould be satis- 

ed", 


In commenting upon the attitude of the agent, Father 
Mackey states:

A letter similar to the 
one sent to you was directed to Reverend Father ‘Mackey. 


I am today in receipt of a letter from Father 
Mackey, in which he states that "\f lir. Robb wants the 
ehlldren of this reserve to attend the residential 
school, all he has to do so far as ve are concerned 
is to let us know just how many pupils ve can expect 
on September first and ve will try to have accomnod- 
ation. He cannot expect that he can let the matter 
rest until the first of September and then call up and 
expect us to find places for the number of children he 
may care to surgest. We try to tae the children in 
the orcer that the applications from the agents of the 
three /aritime Provinces are receiveé", 


You can readily eoprectate ho ifficult it would 
be for the Department to seriously consider the reopening 
of the Shubenacadie Dey School, when he Principal f the 
Residential School is prepared to provide acconnodation 
for the children at his institution. It has occurred to 
me that it might be sound policy to provide Indian day 
school facilities for the pupils of Prince Edward Island, 
and New Brunswick who may be at the inoment enrolled at 
the residential school and in this way open up accommod- 
ation for the children of the Shubenacadie reserve. By 
adopting this policy we would save the transportation 
costs of children who come from a distance. In any event 
I am submitting the Principal's statement to you for any 
comment or recommendation you may care to forward. 
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In view of the fact that this matter has been re- 
ferrec to us from the office of the ‘inister, 1 should 
appreciate your dealinrs with it as promptly as nozstble.

Accompanied by Indian «ment tobb I visited 
the  hubenacadie Indian \eserve on June 4, 1959. 
The indians hed been advised or my visit by the 
agent and I was greeted by practically the entire 
Hand «= men, women end children. As it was a fine 
day a meeting was held on the lawn outside the 


church. 


The Shubenacadle eserve consists of 1750 acres. 
(he land appears suitable for farmine but only @ 
few of the Indians had cultivated gardens. ‘The 
reserve is located between 4 and 5 miles from the 
village of Shubenacadie. 45 you know the Shubenacadie 
residential school is just outside the village. 


At the present time there are 14 children 7 years 
of age and over on this Reserve who have not yet 
attended school. In addition there are 6 children who 


are betwean 6 and 7. Phis makes a total of 22 children 


over 6 years of age. 

there are approximately 20 children under 6 years 
of age. 

There are 10 children ranging in age from 8 to 14 
who are attending the hubenacadie [ndian residential 
achool. 
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everal of the Indian men and women expressed 
the opinion that a day school should be established. 
They stated that they wanted to have their children 
at home. One of the leaders of the discussion was 
an [Indian named en Nookwood who has one boy 15 years 
of age who has never attended any school. [ asked 
him the reason why the boy had never been sent to 
school and he stated that owing to his wife's 111 
health he hed to keep the boy at home to look after 
his mother. any of the [Indians stated that they 
would ve prepared to provide clothine for their cehil- 
dren if they were attending @ day school on the 
teserve. Unless conditions meterially improve it is 
aiffieult to see how they couia do this aa the (indian 
Avent informed me that work was extremely scarce and 
that as a result practical); all the (ndians living 


on the ‘ieserve are in receipt of relief at the present 
tine. 


vorivate conversation with sone ‘the [ndlans 
following the meeting it # evident t! , of them 
were not in favour of resopentne the 
the (eserve but they did not 60 expres 
while the meeting was being held. ne 
who spoke at the meeting stated that 
day school re-opened. 
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(he day school on this Heserve was closed in 1930. 
or the past three or four years the building has been 
used as a residence by an Indian woman. This building 
is approxi ately 15 feet wide by 20 feet long. It has 
a eood hardwood floor and the roof appeared to be in 
good condition. ‘The Indian woman who hes been using 
the building has erected two or three temporary par@- 
titions. n the event of this day school being re- 
opened on the ‘ieserve it would be necessary to tear 
down these partitions. the interior would probably 





have to be painted. There is a semll upstairs in 
this building which has been uncompleted but 
possibly could be made into a room for the teacher's 
livine quarters. lew toilets would have to be erected 
and new desks would have to be purchased. 
CONCLUSIONS 

It 1s extremely difficult for me to decide whether 
or not & day school should be opened. ‘rom the ficures 
ziven above it appears evident that there are sufficient 
children for a day school. At the same time to re-open 
the school would involve considerable imvediate expenditure 
and in addition the Lepartment would likely have to pro- 
vide clothing end a generous midday meal in view of the 
fact that the parents are not able to provide these 
necessities. 


any of the children over 7 years of age who have 
not yet attended school could have entered the hubenacadtle 
residential school if the parents had been sufficiently 
interested to apply for thelr admission. 


The rrincipal of the Shubenacadie residential school 
advised me that owins to the discharce of a number of 
children at the end of June he would be in a position to 
provide accommodation for the 14 elildren on the hubenacadle 

eserve who are of school age; namely, over 7 years. 
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p to the present the hubdenacadie residential school 
has had no difficulty in maintaining its full quota of 
puptls and even if a day school is established on the 

hubenacadie “eserve If do not think it will prevent the 
chubenseadte residential sehool from having its full 
upllage. 


In the event of its betne decided to open the day 
school [ recommend that the .fent be directed to have the 
repairs to the bullding made by those at present in recei 
of relief. This would reduce the exvenditure required to 
put this building into eondition to be used as a school.

Doubtlessly you are well aware that both industry and 

the services have absorbed too many of our teachers. 
Consequently there are very few available anywhere and 
none locally. I happened to know of a woman who taught 
for a number of years in the Bear River, Indian Day School 
and who was at present unemployed. “er ie is Miss 
Agatha McGinty and I have arranged for her to come and 
look the situation over.

An effort was made to find one locally who could perhaps 
walk or drive to and from work. As there were none available 
I was forced to look farther efield. 


If Miss McGinty will accept the position and if her application 
is favorably received in your office, there may be some difficult 
procuring a boarding house for her. fhe nearest white family 
would be almost two miles away and served by a very unsatisfactor 
road. We have here a small, bungalow type house, nearing 
completton. If Miss McGinty will not board with an Indian 

family and if she remains the only available teacher, I am 
afraid it will be necessary to rush this house to completion 

and place her there. This may necessitate the procuring of 

some furnishings such as household goods etc. However this 

4s not known definitely at present. If this is necessary 

I desire authorization to purchase an absolute minimum of 
requirements. These articles could be used for destitute 

Indian families When no longer needed. 8.0

On March 20th Miss MeGinty who had been engaged on this 
reserve as teacher in the Day Sohool since November 5-43 abruptly 
resigned due to ill health. She contracted a cold in early 
winter and it's persistence worried her, She feared too the 
possibility of T.B. contacts and abruptly ceased duties and 
asked to be allowed to return to her home. At first I planned 
to hold her until a replacement could be found but after an 
interview 1 sent her home immediately. She appeared to be 
nervous and slightly hysterical and in that condition was of 
absolutly no use in a schoolroom. Luckily i had heard from 
Agent MacLean of Eskasoni of a teacher seeking employment and 
I wired for her posthaste. She arrived on March 28th and re- 
opened the school the day following. She is a middle aged woman 
of experience and undoubted ability and energy. Already she has 
won the respect of both parents and children. She is firm and 
on entering the classroom it is quite evident that she has done 
this work before. She was quite disappointed in her salary 
cheque for the month of April. I had told her that the bonus 
would be $18.42 and apparently she had not become accustomed to 
the drastic income tax @eductions. I trust some s@#isfactory 
adjustment can be made as + do not favour the prospects of looking 
for another teacher this time of year. In fact a replacemant 
is practically impossible to obtain and if she leaves the school 
will have to remain closed for the balance of the term.

I have your letter of the °2nd instant, 
regarding Mrs. Mary E. McNeil, teacher of the Shuben 
acadie Indian Day School. I was not aware of any 
regulation requiring that teachers be notified before 
the end of March. We do not come under provincial 
regulations, and when teachers are appointed they are 
notified that only one month's notice is necessary on 
either side. 


However, the situation is that the 
contractor has stopped work and will not resume the 
erection of the building until some time in April. I 
hope that he will have the building ready for September, 
and of course, in that event, we will employ the Sisters, 
We might have some difficulty in obtaining them, because 
at the rate construction proceeds it is doubtful if we 
will have the residence ready for them by September first, 
although we have provided the funds for the purpose in 
the appropriation for 1945-46. However, it was understood 
a year or so ago that they could probably stay at the 
Shubenacadie Residential School until their own residence 
was finished. I realize this letter is rather vague, but 
as regards the time when the buildings will be completed 
we are 2s much in the dark as you are.

Reverend and dear Mother: 


On September 5, 1944, the Chief of the 
Training Pivision interviewed you in connection with 
securing members of your Order to staff the new school 
being erected on the Shubenacadie Indian Reserve. As 
you are aware, this reserve is approximately 5 miles 
from the village of Shubenacadie, N.&., where the 
Indian Residential School is located. 


Owing to circumstances beyond our 
control, the program for the buildings proposed on the 
Shubenacadie HKeserve has not progressed as rapidly as 
we had hoped. However, the school will be completed 
by September 1, 1945, and, if at all possible, we would 
like to secure members of your Order to operate it for 
the academic year 1945-46. As understood at the time 
of Mr, Phelan's visit, salary will be allowed the 
Principal at the rate of $1,290.00 a year and the 
assistants at #1,000.00 a year, each. Present indicat- 
fons are that we would require for 1945-46 a principal 
and three assistants. It was further understood last 
fall that, in addition to teaching the school, the 
Branch would expect the Sisters to take an active 
interest in Homemakers' Clubs on the reserve. To do 
this effectively requires a Sister who has had exper- 
idence in social service work. Last fall you stated 
that you felt it would be possible to supply the 
services of such a Sister. 
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We have been unable to arrange for the

I have your letter of the 3rd instant, in 
connection with the Shubenacadie Indian Day School. 
I have also received a letter from Mother Evaristus, 
inting out the difficulties that would likely occur 
f the Sisters took charge of the school for the 
academic year 1945-46. I have discussed her letter 
with the Director today and we are advising her that 
we will endeavour to make other arrangements for 


1945-46. Consequently, the Sisters will not be in 
charee of the school for the coming academic year. 
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Mr. Hoey feels that Mrs. Mary &. MacNeil, 
who taught the Shubenacadie Day School last year, 
should be retained for the academic year 1945-46 and 
not sent to Millbrook. He also believes that if it 
is possible another teacher should be secured. This 
would make two teachers for the coming academic year. 
While I realize that this arrangement will not be ideal, 
37 30 the best that we can think of at the present 
time. 


In her letter Mother Evaristus states that 
there is an Indian woman on the reserve whose services 
might be secured. Possibly she could serve as assist- 
ant to Mrs. MacNeil. Please let me have your views 
regarding the above suggestions.

I have e copy of a letter that you handed 
me which you had received from the Canadien Nurses 
Association, Montreal, esking regording "Opportunities 
for Nurses". ‘The Indian Affairs Branch has, at present, 
fifteen hospitals with a total bed capacity of 550 beds 
and is in the process of taking over end opening three 
more hospitels with a combined bed capacity of 700 beds.

There are positions for nurses vacant in all 
these institutions. 


The Indien Affairs Branch also hes e field 
nursing staff of about fifteen nurses, end in the next 
yeer or so will require ot least 70. 
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Our basic salary is $80 a month, plus cost 
of living bonus which is at present $18.42, plus full 
maintenance. Nurses with adequate training in Public 
Health are offered $1260 per annum, plus cost of living 
bonus, plus full maintenance, Matron's salaries are in 
accordance with Civil Service classificetions. 


I should appreciate your forwarding this 
information to Miss Hall so that it could be included in 
the data being prepared by the Canadian Nurses Association.

Dear Mre Rices 


As previously discussed, we will hold a clinic on 
Thursday, April 7th, on the older grades of children at the Day 
School on the Reservee In addition to this medical-dental

Re: Schubengcgdie Indian Day School 


The enrolment of this school is 124, There is 
quite g bit of room left for expansion which does not 
promise to be very rapid. There is a good Domestic 
Science room and a handy Manual Training shop. Mr. 
Brown the manual training instructor met me at the 
school, With the principal, the agent, Mr. Brown and 
myself discussed the proposed set-up. I believe Mr. 
Brown understands the Department's aims in manual 
training. Mechanical tools are not desirable for the 
present, Our pupils are too young yet to handle such 
machines. It would be advantageous, however, to have 
a grindstone and a v,riety saw to help the teacher 
prepare the material for instruction, A complete set 
of hand tools will be necessary for both the Day School 
and the Residential School, as neither of them have 
any woodworking equipment. A requisition hgs been 
submitted and after some changes will be submitted 
for approval. 


It was interesting to note that the Day School 
pupils participated in the Music Festival that took 
place at Schubenac,die and according to reports have 
figured advantageously.

Regarding correspondence hereunder 
relative to repairs required to the building 
formerly used as a teacher's residence at the 
Shubenacadie Indian Day School, I have to say 
that, since the opening of the residential 
school, this building has not been required 
for school purposes. As it is now occupied 
by two Indian families, the repairs, as 
recommended by the Indien Arent, if carried 
out, should not form a charge against the 
Appropriation for Indian Education. It is 
not likely that this building will again be 
reauired as a teacher's residence, as the 
school hrs been permanently closed. There- 
fore, any exvenditure in connection with the 
up-keep of the buildin while occupied by 
Indians, should be pz from the Appropriation 
for Relief.

It has been decided to re-open the 
day school on the Shubenacadie reserve. You should, 
therefore, immediately notify the occupant of the school 
that she must vacate the building in order that you can 
arranre for removing the partitions and placing the 
pbuilding in proper condition for s classroom. 


When I met you in Shubenadacie, you 
definitely stated that in the event of the day School 
being opened the Indians would do the necessary work 
without cost to the Department. 


It will be necessary to erect two new 
toilets. You should therefore let me know at once what 
materials are required for these toilets and also what 
materials will be required for repairing the school. 
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The Department will depend on you to make 
this building as habitable as possible. 


Arrangements will be made to purchase new 
desks. You will he notified when they reach Shubenacadie 
and you should arranre to have them taken to the reserve 
and placed in the school. 


Please cive this matter your immediate 
attention, in order that the school may be opened on 
September 5.
